1945 Red Cross Campaign

HEN on March 21, notices went up on all Rochester Trust Bulletin Boards 

reading, "No help needod at Red Cross Campaign Headquarters tonight", 

some 35 Rochester Trust members had comploted in part, 14 evoning,aftcr- 

noon or noon assignments of voluntary auditing work - to show their appre- 
elation of tho wonderful work of the Amorican Red Cross by having a very personal 
part in it. 


With Prosidont George H. Hawks as Chairman of Rochester Chaptor,A.R.C,and 
with Treasuror Harry L. Edgerton as chairman of the auditing committee, with our owm 
tellers as official cashiors,(as in previous yoars)and with our bookkeepers as 
auditors, (along with those of other banks and of the local Red Cross Chapter) the 
background work kopt pace with tho fast moving tempo of the succcasful campaign 
colicitations,which resulted in the raising of $1,483,687. - 20% above the quota. 
For hore, indood,(in tho ouditing division) was tho very work which the good people 
of the banking ficld could do bost - ond did! 


Here, is the background,without the onthuoiaom of campaign fanfare, the 
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spirited competition of team progress or the acclaim of associates, so integral and 
enjoyable a part of campaign dinner: -- report meetings, the auditors toiled on,often 
far into the night, "unscen and unsung". 


That our boys in the armed services who are thousands of miles away ,at 
home or abroad may better picture the part which home office mombors played in tho 
campaign, we asked one of our most interested voluntcers, Marian E. Schaefcr, of 
Central File, to describe the scene. Sitting down at hor typowriter, here in what 
she pounded out - just for you boys:- 


RED CROSS ACCOUNTING WORK 


"While some of our members worked at the Chamber of Commerce listing tho 
Red Cross returns as they came in, over at 34 Exchange Streot in tho formor Consol- 
idated Ticket Office, the tcllers and bookkcepers from the varfoua banks slaved 
away trying to make the cash returns balance with the pledge cards. And some times 
thero could be heard muffted groans bocause somoone'ts cash wouldn't balance. 


"For the benefit of those of you who have never had the opportunity to 
work at tho Red Cross during a drive, I'll try to give you nome idoa of what goca 
on. 


"To bogin with, you go to Red Cross Headquarters in the best of spirits, 
confident. that the work wll be a cinch. You find youself a good adding machine and 
arm yoursclf with some nice sharp red pencils and two shoets of paper - onc sheet 
for listing all checks over $100, and the other, to list 211 cash, checks and silver 
received during the evening as it comes to you in individual envelopes. And, if you 
noke a mistake, its just too bad, ‘cause they have your namo signed on all the 
shects you have, and also on tho work you do. 


"Then someone comes along and hands you a big bag full of money and plodge 
cards, and from there on its up to you to make cverything balence. You now separate 
your cash from your checks making sepsrate piles of $1.-$5.-$10. bills etc. You algo 
koep tho pledge cards with no money by themselves. Now you turn to your trusty add- 
ing machino and add all the figures on your cards to which cash has been attached, 
sub-total; add in cards with checks attachod,sub-total again; and add in pledges to 
bo paid at a future date; shut your eyes end pull the total! Now you stop for two 
minutcs, bew your head and pray herd that the figures on the machine check with the 
actual cash and checks you have in front of you. Next you count your cash and checks 
end if you didm't stick any money in your pockets, it should balance. If it docsn't 
balance, just start at the beginning end check back to find your orror. 


“When you've finished checking the work alloted to you, you proceed with 
your shoe-box full of money and checks to the cashiers' window where Carroll Yauch, 
Johnny Bond, and Margaret Rosengreen double-check your money and see that you've 
counted right before you can go home. 


"When the cvening is finished, you're tired end bleary-cyed but you en- 
joyed the evening so thoroughly that you are eager to come again the next night. 


“On some nights the place looked like it was a Rochester Trust party in 
progress. With Willard Inmscher, Joe Marts, Grove Brewer and Rose Doyle in a huddle 
at one end of the long table, Beryl Scheltcr seated at the other end and Clair 
Breese wandering around and finally ending up in the cashicrs' cage stamping checks. 
While about the middle of the table was yours truly and directly back,at 2 dosk,was 
Harry Edgorton, helping one of the regular Red Cross workers. Bill and Bernice 
Undorwood had the distinction cf sitting at a private desk. Ruth Boldt also had a 
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desk all to herself, while Margarct 
Roscngrecn, when not working in the cash- 
iers' cage, could be seen going fron 
Place to place counting money for differ- 
ent people. 


"On Friday night,March 9th,James L. 
Angle, of the Red Cross came over and todc 
the pictures which accompany this recital, 
but unfortunatcly some of our members had 
left carlicr. 

"Meonwhile ot the four noon mectings 

at the Chambcr of Commerce, March 7,9,14 
and 16 Arline A. Korth and Doris J. Smith 
aided in processing tho pledge cards, 
tabulating the number of cards and the 
amounts, while the following cight of our 
mombers did similar work at three evening 
meotings at the Chambcr,March 5,12,19;-

Subject; Nowopapor accounts of Admirol Nimitz's specch on board and of the battle 
of Surigao Strait.

(A)On Sunday morning,19 November, the following apponred in the Honolulu Advertiser: 


NIMITZ LAUDS USS TENNESSEE FOR ACTION FROM KISKA TO PI 


The USS TENNESSEE, Captain John B. Heffernan, USN, was singled out by 
Admiral C.W.Nimitz in « tolk dclivored to officors and men of the battleship 
Friday for special commendation, in which the commandor in chiof reviewed the 
briliant record of tho warship following her damage suffered at Poarl Harbor. 

The record was a tostimony to tho part her personnel have playod in tho 
Pacific War, and a "well done” from the Admiral.In particular, emphasis was laid 
in the TENNESSEE's work in tho current Philippines campaign,whoro cho participatod 
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in the battle. of Surigao Strait boforc dawn on October 25, Tho porformance of her 
big guns was not revealed but her group of bettleships,cruiscrs and destroyers 


assisted by valiant little PY boats sank two onony battlcships,two cruiscrs and 
four destroyers. 


The TENNESSEE was repaircd after Pearl Harbor and returned to service,rejoin- 
ing the flcet in the Aleutians and taking part in the Kiska campaign. A year ago 
she was in on the Central Pacific "curtain raiser" at Tarawa, ond a year after 
that she was 3,000 milos farther west at Leyte. During this timo,Admiral Nimitz 
pointed out, moot Central and Wostern Pacific islands had been captured or block- 
aded; the Japanese flect had been reducdd "to a point of inefectivoness," and onemy 
air strength had been severely damaged. 


In the Gilbers campaign the TENNESSEE supported Marine landings at Tarawa, 
then escorted transports from these dangerous waters. Likewise in the Morshells 
she supported landings at Kwajalein and.Eniwetok, at the latter objectivo being the 
leading heavy ship to onter tho unfamiliar lagoon and anchoring close inshore, 


HIT AT SAIPAN 


In the Marianas she supported landings on Saipan, Tinian and Guam, and on 
Saipan's D-Day wos struck by three enemy shelle from a shoro battery on Tinian, 
suffering seyoral personnel casualties and damage. She comploted hor mission, how- 
ever,and then proceeded to Eniwetok for repairs, after which shoe returned to Guam. 
At Palau she supported the Angnur landings, and later the landings at Dulag in tho 
Philippines. In addition to this, last March she was with the South Pacific forces 
bombarding Kavieng during the assault on Emirau.

NAVY USING ENIWETOK AS SHIP REPAIR BASE 


Pearl Harbor, Nov.18 (AP) - Eniwotok Atoll in the western Marshall group 
is being used by the United Statos Navy as a ship repair basc. 


Admiral Chostor W. Nimitz made tho disclosure yesterday when he boarded 
the battleship TENNESSEE to praise her porsonnel for thoir year-long action 
in the Gilborts, Marshalls, Marianas, Palaus and at Kaviong and in tho Leyte 
campaign, including the Leyte Gulf night battle in which he said cight Japan- 
ese ships wore sunk. 


"In the Marianas campaign," he said, "tho TENNESSEE furnished gunfire 
support for landings made on each of the islands of Saipan,Tinian and Guam. 


"On D-Day ot Saipan she was struck by three enemy sholls from a shore 
pattory on Tinian. Shc sufferod personnel casualtics and damage. 


"She completed her-assigned missions, however, then proceeded to Eniwotok 
for emergency repairs, including renewal of one five-inch gun." 


Admiral Nimitz recalled that the TENNESSEE was damaged at Pearl Harbor but 
was repaired and joined the fleet in the Aleutians. She has since bombarded 
many othor places. 

"I salute cach of you on your fine record, - - Well done," the Admiral 
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told tho ship's company, skippered by Captain John B. Heffernan of Washington, 
Indiana. * + * *&

JAP TASK FORCE MET SURIGAO IN 15 MINUTE HOLOCAUST 
- By Frank Tremaino - 
Pacific Fleot Headquarters, Pearl Harbor, Nov. 17 (UP) - It tock loss 
than 15 minutes for Rear Admiral Jesse B. Oldondorf's American naval force 
to knock out two Jap battleships, two heavy cruisers and four destroyers in 
Surigao Gulf with ono of the heaviest concentrations of gunfire in naval history, 
Captain John B. Heffornan, who commanded the battloship TENNESSEE said tonight. 


Heffernan, whose home is in Washington, Ind., revealed the Japs steamed 
directly into a fateful position where deadly Amorican gunfire left thom help- 
lese hulks in the dark morning hours of Octobor 25. Tho exact time roquired to 
accomplish this font cannot be disclosed, but it can be said it was under a 
quartor of an hour, 


Oldendorf's forco includod five battleship veterans of Pearl Harbor, plus 
the pre-war droadnaught MISSISSIPPI, which was disposed across the northern end 
of the strait with a cruisor and destroyer forco on cach flank, 


Heffornan said: 

"We didn't have to crona thoir T. They politely came up to our cross. If 
we'd askod them to do what we wanted them to, we couldn't have improved on 
whet they did." 


SHARP-SHOOTING TENNESSEE 


Heffernan said tho TENNESSEE firod 13 salvos from hor 14-inch guns in loss 
then 15 minutes, beginning ot 3:55 a.m., and scorod hite with 12 of thom. Tho 
TENNESSEE firod 69 14-inch skolls; tho WEST VIRGINIA firod 90 16-inchers, com- 
pared to the 40 hesvy calibor shells which was the maxium fired by any British 
battleship.in the Battlo of Jutland. 


Heffernan and his Exocutive Officer, Commandcr Stirling P. Smith of 
Washington,D.C., gave the first cloar-out gescription of the Surigao Gulf 
phaso of the Second Battle of the Philippines Sea. 


Heffernan said that two Jap forces - one proceoding through the Sulu Sea 
end the othor through the Sibuyan Soa - apparently intonded to reach the Leyte 
Gulf area together whore they would have had a superior force of seven battlo- 
ships, 12 cruisers and 19 to 20 destroyers against Oldendorf'sa force of six 
battleships and supporting cruisers and destroyers. 


However, on air attack against the northern force the afternoon of October 
2h apparently delayed it, so it did not appear cast of Samar until the morning 
of October 25 when it wos again atbackod by aircraft and retired. 

VETERANS COME ALONG 


Meanwhile, Oldendorf's force, including the TENNESSEE, WEST VIRGINIA and 
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CALIFORNIA - ell raised from the mud of Pearl Harbor - and the PENNSYLVANIA 
end MISSISSIPPI, plus cruisers and destroyers, including on Australian cruiser, 
were patrolling the north ond of Surigao Gulf the night of October 24-25 with 
PY boats 30 miles below at the south end. 


As the Japs advanced into Surigao Gulf the PT boats attacked and damaged 
them, suffering some domage themselves. 


The Japs apparently not slowed down, continued northward with two battle- 
ships, tho Fuso and Yamashiro, in one column and two cruisers and four dostroy- 
ers in a second colum to the right slightly behind the battloships. 


Heffernan said: 

"As the Japs continued to advance at about 16 mots, Admiral Oldendorf 
ordered destroyors down cach side of the strait to attack with torpedoen. As 
they approached the Jap ships, the Japs fired star sholls to illuminate tho 
scene. A fow minutes efter this in order to coordinate the attack with the 
torpedoes, Oldendorf, in one of our crtisers, opened fire, whereupon the battle- 
ships and cther cruisers opened up. Our range was 20,500 yards (slightly under 
12 miles). The olapsed time from the first salvo until 'cease fire’ was (four 
words censored but it was undor 15 minutes.) Tho range thenwas 18,000 yards, 
From the bridge I saw two large explosions. It was the most remarkable cxhibi- 
tion of fireworks I have ever seon. 


JARS SMOTHERED 


"I could see tracers from the cruisers on both sides of the staits and six 
battleships at the ond of the strait converging on the Japs. Tho Japs wore lite 
ally smothered undor that fire. As dawn appronachod, Oldendorf, with cruisers 
and destroyers, steamed south to whore the Japs were burning. Nono had sunk but 
virtually o11 in a sinking condition wore abundonod and undoubtedly would have 
sunken shortly. However, in order to make sure, destroyers fired shells into 
the hulks until all eight wore sunk. Eight ships had entered Surigao Strait and 
eight were sunk, 


Heffernan said tho Anericans fired first, then the Japs started firing 
heavily but tapered off almost immediately, They spparently turned left, attempt - 
ing to roversc course, but wore badly disorganized, although there is no reason 
to think that they wero surprised. None of our battleships and cruisers were 
hit. One of our destroyers was dead in the water for a while but left the scone 
under its own power.

JAP FLEET SET OWN FATAL BATTLE TRAP IN SURIGAO STRAITS 
By Charles McMurt: 


U.S. Pacific Fleet Headquarters, Pearl Harbor, Nev.18, (AP) A skipper of 
one of the United States elderly battleships blanes the Japanese defeat in 
Surigao Straits - whon eight enemy vessels came through and eight were sunk - 
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on the incredible cooperation of the Japanese commander in bringing his ships 
exactly where the Americans thought he would bring then, 


Tho Amorican skipper, Captain Jolin B. licfiernmn, oi Weshington,Ind., was 
in command of the old battleship TENNESSEE, one of the six which sank the 
eneny flcet, with tho oid of smaller vessels, in just 15 minutes. 


Tho enomy force in offoct trapped itself, he said yeoterday in an intor- 
viow. "If we'd told them just what to do, we couldn't havo improved on thoir 
disposition. It was as easy as pleying « game on e board." 


KNEW SIZE 


For days, ho said, tho American floct had been lying cast of the straits 
which soparate Leyte from Mindanao and Dinagat Islands, The Japanese must have 
known how big it was and whore it was because their observation planes had been! 
over it almost constantly, 


Nevertheless, the Japanoso commander obligingly brought his fleet in from 
tho Sulu Sea, and put his two battleships in front as they entered the narrow 
waters of the strait. 


The Americans wore waiting. PI boats, lurking in the van of the Anerican 
fleet, attacked first, doing some damage in the eoric predawn. They also 
suffered sono. 


The Japs still camo on at 16 knots. American destroyers wore waiting. 
When the enemy fleet was about 11 miles south of the American battleships, 
American destroyers fired.torpedoes. 


The Japancse roplied with star sholls, then oponed up on the destroyers 
whon the star sholls revoaled their whoreabouts. One destroyer - the only 
Allied ship damaged in the ontire action - was hit. It wont dead in tho 
water and bogan drifting toward the oneny ships. (It continuod so to drift 
during the ontire engagement, but later made repairs and retired under its 
own powor.) 


CRUISER OPENS FIRE 


Rear Aumiral Josse B, Oldendorf's force of cruisers was not far away 
off the southeast. At 3:55 a.m., loss than four minutes after the opening 
of tho destroyer attack, tho cruisers opened fire. 


By thon, the opposing battleships were 20,500 yards (roughly 12 miles) 
apart. But thore was one important difference. All the American battleships 
- the TENNESSEE, tho WEST VIRGINIA, the MARYLAND, tho Mississippi, the CALIF- 
ORNIA and the 61d flcet flagship, the PENNSYLVANIA - were in firing position. 
Only the two Japanese battleships - none of the supporting cruisers and des- 
troyers - wore within range. They were bottled up in tho straits behind each 
other - and the Amoricans were the cross of the T, famous in naval strategy 
during the whole age of steam. 


Thus almost all the American guns could fire - many of them firing for 
tho first time in their long history against enemy naval vessels. 


"It was murder in the first degreo," seid Commander S.P. Smith,Washington, 
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D.C., who was the TENNESSEE's executive office. 
12 HITS IN 13 


The TENNESSEE, Heffernan said, fired 13 salyos from its 14-inch guns and 
scored hits with 12 of them - a total of 69 shells from its forward batteries 
and three more salvos from its after guns as the battle line turned. 


Other ships did as well or better. The WEST VIRGINIA got 90 16-inch 
shells away. (This contrasts with 40 shells fired by tho busicot battloship 
at tho battle of Jutlaend,which went on intermittently for hours.) 


The TENNESSEE concentrated on the leading Japanese battlewagon, identified 
tentatively as the Fuso. Although not claiming exclusive credit for sinking 
her, the captain said his ship was able to send shells toward other Japanese 
battleships during the 15-minute battle. 


"It was the most remarkable fireworks I ever saw." he said. "From the 
bridge, I saw two large explosions; although our destroyer smoke screed ob- 
scured the view to some extent. You could see tracers from the battleships 
and cruisers, all converging on the Japanese. The Japanese literally were 
smothered under our fire." 


The drifting destroyer actually was the cause of ending the battle so 
quickly. This helpless ship, the captain said, kept drifting closer to tho 
enemy fleet, which by this time had itself ceased fire. American battleships 
were afraid that their shells would hit it, so their commander ordered, "Cease 
fire." 


It was just 15 minutes after the battle had begun. 


The Japanese, Heffernan said, started out with heavy firing but were able 
to keep it up only a short time. When the Americans stoppod firing - by this 
time, tho range was down to 18,000 yards, (about 93 miles), no shells wore 
coming from tho Japanese ships, all then sinking or afire. 


SHIPS FINISHED OFF 


When dawn broke, Admiral Jesso B. Oldendorf took his cruisors in close, 
found all the Japanese ships apparently abondoned and finished sinking thom - 
two battleships, two heavy cruisers and four destroyers. 


Captain Hoffernan disclosod names of othor commanders. Matching Admiral 
Oldendorf's cruiser force was another cruiser group, northeast of the main 
battle. This included an Australian cruiser (identified by Australian sources 
as the damaged Australia), commandod by Rear Admiral R. S. Borkoy. 


Roar Admiral G. L. Weyler was identificd by Heffernan as being aboard 
the MISSISSIPPI, Rear Admiral T. D. Ruddock, aboard the WEST VIRGINIA, and 
Rear Admiral T. E. Chandler aboard the TENNESSEE.

The mail situation hore and in Englend is very bad so I only got about 
one third of my Christmas packaged and no mail for over a month now. 

I will write more if and when I get time but keep pretty busy.

useful check, but wo have been busy of late. I did receive all three 
packages in fine condition and each of the gifts was a very uscful and 
thoughtful one, thank you all! 

Winter here has changed to a sticky mud, we did have some real 
snow but not , I'm glad to say, like you have had in Rochester, however, 
it didn't last long. The days at presont ore quite warm but wo arc always 
expecting the roal winter back again. 

Marilou wrote me that she recoived a box of chocolates 4s a gift 
from me via the Rochester Trust, again I say thank you as my only avail- 
able valentine from here was a V-Mail. 

Haven't seen Roy since we have been to Franco, howcver, I have 
ran into quite a number of Rochester boys here.

THEODORE BATSFORD, Texns ( 2-6-45) ..- They say threo times are out and this is the 
third time I have started a letter and hope this timo I can completo it 
instcad of having to crumble it up end wait to write later because work 
or I should say duty called. 

I sont you under separate cover some clippings from an El paso 
newopaper giving some of the highlights of the Sun Carnival which took. 
placo hcro: tho lastdays of December and which may be of interent to you 
all. In my last letter I mentioned that I would toll you what a Sun 
Carnival was like but I was not able to attend it at any time; as mich as 
I should have liked to, It would have been very interesting and they 
really make a lot if it here.

Tho ideal way to hunt thom would be on horse back in this kind of country, 
Yea, I have still to go riding on the Texs pluino but I shall 
make it yet.

ROBERT TAYLOR, Franco (2-4-5) -- That docen't appoar to be a misnomer from the way 
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you have 211 beon showoring mc with gifts and pucknges, though as to why 
you should I have no idea. I ecrtainly hope that you do not keep any filo 
on the lottorc thet you reccive from cveryone overseas or in tho scrvico 
because I am sure thet you would find mince few and far betweon, I know 
thet it was quite some time ago that I last wrote. I am thoroughly ashamod 
oat mysclf and I sincorely hope that you are as lavish with your forgive- 
ness ag you ore with your cordn, packngos, and gifts of othor sorts. I 
cally approciate them more than would appear, so mich so that I hardly 
know how to thonk you. It is always pleasant to Imow that you have not 
boon forgotten, 

I couldn't possibly start back at the timc when I first arrived 
in Francc, so I shall havo to confine mysclf to giving you just on idea 
of what I am doing now and what I was doing before, We didn't loave 
England until quite a long time after D-Day bocausc it-was our job to got 
most of the other boys over here and sco that it was dono with as little 
difficulty as possiblo., Whenevor large groups of personnel are moving as 
they did from England there are a groct many details to attend to so that 
the troops aro as comfortable as thoy can be made. Even though wo wore 
late in leaving England I wouldn't oy that wo missed all that was going 
on over here at that timc. To begin with most of us felt the punch of tho 
roboms in England, and when wo did come ovor wo moved into a spot which 
had boen takon only 2 day or two befurc. I won't say that it was as 
rough as some of the other boys have had it, but again it wasn't line tho 
lifo that you would lead in good old USA. I heve since romaincd inthis 
one place without moving oxcept to take o short trip from hore to sur- 
rounding towns, We have to do quite a bit of traveling, but it is confincd 
to tho immediate areca, : 

At times recontly I have wondered if I waa not back in the 
States. For some strange reason I had thought that whon I camo overseas, 
I would have more work to do and I would be bothered less with tho small 
dctails and intricacies of Army lifc. That is not the case. Wo have an 
inspection every Saturday and we lead the same sort of life only the 
people we sce outside of the Army don't speak our language. Protty rough! 
We do work harder, but cven that is coming in spurts now and so I wouldn't 
be at a1] surprised if we were to move on. coon. 

Most of our time Las been occupicd with operating 2 railroad 
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through tho whole six months but wo managed to work it out end have 
things running smoothly now, I was rathor amzed to find that the littlo 
French I had when I was in school would come to the fore, but never having 
spoken it before I had a lot to learn, I havo improved no ond but I havo 
also discovorog that it is strictly a railroad French which docs little 
good outside, I can parlez with the people wo work with from day to day 
and undcrstand anything that thoy have to say providing that it concerns 
the railroad. 

At this time we are rather busy since we have beon cut in our 
personnel. It may not last too long. I hope not since I have beon trying 
to get out of this spot for about threo months, I've otayod hore longor 
than I have any othor place in tho Army and I on now gotting rostloss. 

Once again I want to thank you all for your thoughtfulnoss and 
for all the attention that you have shown me, I don't doserve any of it 
for the way I have negloctod writing.

ROY LOUDEN, France, (12-10-44) -- I received the birthday card you sont mo with 
tho money order in today. It was nearly tined perfectly. I want to thank 
you for it and all the grand Christmas presconts you sont. Thoy came just 
far enough apart to make everything perfoct for mc, Christmas lasted 
nearly a month on your packages alone. 

Outside of the packages we have been recoiving life has boon 
rathor monotcnous at least for me. We don't get much of 2 chanee to 
roam around although I have covered a great many miles in France, The 
only time wo got to see anything of the country is when we aro moving 
from one place to another. Even thon cll we see 4s where we have beon, 
its very seldom that we see where we are going when riding in the rear of 
aG,I. truck, 

As far as living conditions are concerned we probably live as 
well as if not better than any other combat outfit. I'm living in a 
pyramidal tent; we have a stove, oclectric lights and a radic, Right at 
this moment we are listening to Goy Lombardo's band, George Burns and 
Gracie Allen's program just went off the air. Nelson Eddy and Jeannette 
MacDoreld wore olso with George & Gracic. The radio is an Italian onc 
that the boys bought in Naples. It has a noce tone but isn't too powor- 
ful, It is working better tonight than it has in quite some tine. 

I have a folding cot to sleep on and I found an air mattress 
a couple of months ago. It had o fow holes in it (shrapnel) but I managed 
to get it patchod up through the kindness of a Frenchman and am now 
moking good use of it. 

Tho little bit of French that I speak has come in very handy 
at times but I don't expect to gct mich more usc of it from now on. I 
have trouble now understanding the civilians on the few occasions that I 
do got to speak to then. 

I cm onclosing some money that we arc paid ovor here. It isn't 
real French moncy. it's the money issucd by the Military Gov't but it big 
buys us what we want if and when wo can find anything to buy. I'm enclos- 
ing 2 10 Franc note, a 5 Franc note and two 2 Franc notes. It is supposod 
+o to be cquivalont to 38 conts, Actuslly one cont ought to be worth

about 10 Franes. The Jerrics valuod tho mark at 20 Francs. At that rato 
the German soldicr is paid nearly as mich or more than tho Amorican 
soldior, Figuring on tho basis of 20 Francs to a Mark thon a Mark is 
worth 40 conts. I don't know what o German soldior roceiveo a day but if 
he is paid 4 or 5 Marks, ho has as much os an Amorican at least while he 
was in Fronco, 

I'll have to bo signing off. It is gotting lato and I am tired 
Thanks again for the packages and money order, I hope you all have a 
Merry Christmas and a Happy New Year,

The 
lines at mess halls, and the poor old post bus, which used to creak and gromn its 
way slong with a lone occupant or two, now runs in sections, with the rideysbulging 
out the doors like a noon bus on the State Street to Clinton Avenue run. 


This office of ours hes suffered growing pains along with the rest of the 
camp, and we have increased our orgenizetion by the extent of several new Finance 
mon, one Coca-cola machine, and four now "No Admittance" signs. The carpenters also 
visited us recently and changed the office around to give us more room. They also 
movod the partition which seprrates us from the Carp Wpton branch of the local bank 
with the result that we now haye additions] floor space at the expense of the poor 
bankers. 


Twice recontly I have been able to get into New York, and have secon two of 
the newer musical comedies. "Up in Central Park" offers nothing too exciting in the 
way of songe or dencing, but its scttings and costuming are beautiful, and it is 
playing to full houscs. "Bloomer Girl", which I saw last Saturday, is much the 
better show, and makes for an excellcnt cvening. Its score is fine, plus some gor- 
goous costumes, clever dancing by Joan McCracken, and a good performance by Celeste 
Holm. (There must have been men in it, too, but I don't scem to remember them! ) 


For those of you who are especially fond of good food, I can recommend. 
heartily a little place on West 5lst St®eot, the Golden Horn, which is really out 
of the ordinary.
